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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 



The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The rejections of Claims 1-16 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph are 
withdrawn in light of the amendments to the claims. 

The rejection of Claims 1, 3-9, 11-14, and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Lombari et al. is with drawn in light of the Declaration under 37 CFR 
1.132 by Steven Arcidiacono showing that mixing the structural protein with an organic 
acid/HCI mixture as is done in Lombari et al. materially affects the claimed method. 
Therefore, the Lombari et al. method is not considered to "consist essentially of an 
organic acid" as required by the claims. 

Thus, Claims 1-7, 9-12, and 14-16 are allowable for reasons of record.
